RESPONSE 

This is in response to the Office Communication dated April 4, 2006, in the above. It is 
noted that the Communication makes reference to the "reply filed on 27 February 2006" but not 
to the Supplemental Amendment filed April 7, 2006. In the April 7, 2006 Amendment, the 
claims were revised to recite sequence identifiers. 

The Examiner indicates in the April 4, 2006 Communication that the February 27, 2006 
submission was not fully responsive to the January 31, 2006 Amendment because Applicants 
"omitted the sequence election and did not amend the specification to comply with the sequence 
rules". 

Respectfully, in the February 27, 2006 Response, Applicants elected the sequence of 
SEQ JD NO:l. Further, in the Preliminary Amendment filed June 7, 2004, the specification was 
amended to include sequence identifiers.
